MURDER CHARGE. 



Alleged Slayer of Charles Bellamy 
Arrested NearCrofton. 



Henry Blair, col., the alleged 
slayer of Charles Bellamy, also 
colored, who was killed near Clarks 
ville last July, was arrested near 
Crofton last Thursday afternoon 
by Deputy Sheriff C. J. Barnes. 

Blair was working in a tobacco 
field and had a pistol strapped 
about his waist when the Officer 
came upon him. 

Heoffered no resistance, howe 
and agreed to return to Tennessee 
without a requisition. Mr. Barnes 
toolc bis prisoner to Clarksville 
Tbnrday night and delirered bii 
to the authorities. 

The murder of Bellamy occurred 
in District No. 9, aftar Mr. G. B. 
Lyle's farm, in an altercation over 
a piatol. 

Blair was apprehended then, but 
escaped from the officers and had 
since been at large.

Assassin Ao Anarchist From Mark Banna's 
Town Named Leon Czolgosz. 



One Bullet Penetrates the 
Stomach, Another Glances 
OH From the Breast- 



An anarchist named Leon Czol 
gosz attempted the life of President 
McKinley in the Temple of Music at 
the Buffalo Exposition Friday. The 
President was holding a reception 
and hundreds were coming forward 
to shake his hand. The assassin 
had his right hand swathed in a 
handkerchief or bandage in which 
he concealed a revolver. As the 
President extended his handtotake 
the man's left hand, the anarchist 
fired two shots. 

One of the shots struck the right 
breast bone and infiicted.only a flesh 
wound. The other penetrated both 
walls of the stomach, but above the 
intestines, and probably lodged in 
•the muscles of the back, as it ha 
not been found* though the wound ' 
was explored. ( 
The assassin says he is a dis- 
ciple of Emma Goldmann. He wat- 
overpowered at once, arui, after be^ 
injj roujfhly haiulkd. was takep in 
custody by the police and removed 
later to police headquarters in Buf- 
falo, where later in the day excited 
crowds surrounded the jail cryinjif 
lynch him." 

A Clerman-Pole. 
Czolgosz is a Ciermau-Pole. 
says his home is in 'the vicinity of 
Cleveland, O. He is twenty-eight 
years old and unmarried, and has 
seven brothers aad two sisters liv- 
ing there. He worked for a time in 
the wire works at Newark, O. 

President McKinley, when shot 
dropped the band of the assassin 
and staggered back a pace toward 
Secretary Cortelyou and Preaident 
Milburn, who had been standing ai 
his side. They caught him as he 
was falling and drew him tenderly 
toward a chair. 

Czolgosz's every act had been 
watched by the secret service of- 
ficers, but they were not quick 
enough to stop him. As the second 
shot was fired, though, the meaning 
what was happening dawned 
upon half a hundred of those closest 
to the place occupied by the Presi- 
dent, and there was a mad rush to 
seize the murderer. 

He was finally placed in a car- 
riage and hurried ofiE to jail. 

The wounded President was 
taken to the home of Jno. G. Mil- 
burn, President of the Buffalo Ex- 
position. 

Mrs. McKinley had been with the 
President in the forenoon but did 
not go to the afternoon reception at 
4 o'clock. She was a^lt^ep at tiie 
Milburn home and was not aroused. 
She awoke at 5:20 and the news 
was broken to her. 

The Doctors Attending. 

Dr. P. M. Rixey, the President's 
physician, was with bim and at 
once took charge of the case, the 
wounded man being taken to Mr. 
Milburn's, Other Doctors called in 
were M. B. Mann, Roswell Parke,

He 
had formerly been cng-aged in a 
small way in breeding Golden 
Wyandotte-;, and when he found 
himself unable to produce fowls 
up to the >.iaii(i:ird retiiiirements 
as remains c. .or, lie s.>l.i out and 
quit in di-Lriist. Nearly every 
y^...- : • • M send to some 
other breeder and get a cockerel 
to matc'with the best of bis fe- 
males, l)ut no matter bow closely 
he culled his llock of hens and 
pullets, he failed to get among 
his year's product more than a 
very low percentage of correctly 
marked chickens. 

•The ♦^est method of intro- 
ducintf new blood is to do so 
through the female line. If one 
IB particular about keeping up to 
the "^ondard qualifications it will 
pay to go to the nearest good 
^poultry show and personally 
select such a hen or pullet as 
best meets his views as to what 
afirst«class one should be. If 
this course is impracticable the 
taext betit way is to seu'l to a 
reputable breeder describing a 
female such as is desired, telling 
faim the amount of money that 
can be spared for a purchase, 
and trusting in the seller's judg- 
jnent as to filling the order. 

This female when purchased 
should be mated with the best 
male bird in the owner's flock, 
and from the chicks hatched 
from the eggs a male bird should 
be selected through which new 
blood may be introduced to the 
rest of the yards. By this meth- 
od ihere is no chance of intro- 
ducing an undesirable trait or 
type into one's whole flock as 
•would be the case if a male of 
new blood was used; for if the 
chicvs from the hen prove un- 
satisfactory they can bedispv)sed 
of, the original strain of blood 
«till remaining as it was before 
h e.vperiment. 
^ T.i s method of introducing 
new blood permits the breeder 
to establish his own type and 
strain of the breed or variety be 
ma\- '-iC Id etding. and keep it, at 
the same time i-itroducing 
oooi.t'^h new blood to l;eei) his 
f.jwU N igorous.and hcaliiiy.

One of llic fust symptoms this 
dri.Md(Ml disease is the dischitrg'e 
from thr nostrils of a very pecu- 
iar and offensive odor; a kind of 
roth or foam appears in ll;e eye.

eaicd; the ncfetrila are closed by 
he drying of the discbarge 
I round them, and the sideti of 
lie face swell as larg-o as an 
■!;<;•. Then (lie l.ird is unable to 
lee to feed ilseir, sulTers from 
great depression, and fails rapid- i 
ly until death ends its sufferiuij^s. 

This disease is very contagious, 
and a g'reat many times is com- 
municated by fowls drinking^ 
from the same vessel — the dis- 
charge from the nostril poisoning 
the drinking- water. 

As treatment, put the bird 
where it is warm and dry. Give 
it nourishing and nutritious food, 
and frequently remove the dis- 
charge from around the eyes and 
nose; also bathe in warm water 
or witch hazel. Have a small 
syringe or tube bent so it will 
pass into the cavity of the nose 
through the slit in the roof of the 
mouth, and in this way a solution 
of one-half turpentine, one-quar- 
quarter kerosene oil, and one- 
quarter olive oil may be injected 
into each nostril from the inter- 
ior part of sit seen in roof of 
mouth. Repeat this two or three 
times a day, depending on how 
severe the case may be; and you 
will almost always cure the bird, 
It has always been successful 
with me.

This is a question that has not 
received as intelligent considera- 
tion as its importance demands.

Poultry raisers were Jati^fied to 
have their chitU- hatch out at a 
season when there was no neces- 
sity to take extra precautions to 
keep them from freezing 
death. To get chickens of good 
size for the early fall poultry 
shows and fairs the incubators 
and artificial brooders became 
necessary factors, and the hen' 
house arrangements to cam bat 
the cold weather, to undergo 
changes. With all these factors 
and changes, the show specimens 
are ofteQ forced to snob a degree 
that their practical qualities are 
impaired. To auch an extent is 
this true that there are poultry- 
men who would rather select for 
their yards chickens hatched in 
May or April, that had not been 
crammed with food to hasten 



growth, than the show speci- 
mens of early hatching.

'I'iiLUi 
iual iiiUal ],a;il to llir owner of tli 
house is Init a small part of liie ex- 
pense. A hou-se which will rent for 
■$2,000 in New York can usually be 
eecuredi in London for about $300 a 
year. 

This rent is not paid to the owner 
of the land, but to some ground hind 
lord, who in turn rents it from an- 
other 1( .-ei . ami -non. Theproperty 
is freqiii iitly removed a dozen times 
in this way froMi the original owner. 
It is practically impossible to buy land 
in London. 

The land speculator, or boomer, in 
London rarely buys any land. He 
merely rents it for a long period, say 
of 99 years, and builds upon it. Then 
•ach house is sublet to individual ten- 
«nts for longperiods. 

These latest landlords have as- 
sumed all responsibilities, and on re- 
letting their houses the responsibili- 
ties descend upon the tenant. In the 
first place, it is only possible to lease 
the hou.-c for a period of seven, 14 or 
21 years. It is, besides, impossible lo 
give it up, no matter what may hap- 
pen, until the lease has expired. The 
tenant has the privilege, however, of 
snbletting the house if he is lucky 
«nough tofind a tenant. 

The London leases have many 
tricky little clauses which would not 
be tolerated by Americans. The ten- 
ant i.« bound tokeejithe house insured 
and to j)ay the premiums. 

He must pay the taxes, the water 
rate, keep the drains in order, paint 
the entire house inside and out once 
every three year-, and must put it in 
perfeet condition to the satisfaction 
of tlieai:! ut at the endoftheterm be* 
fore moving out. 

Putting the house in order is usual- 
ly an important item. After an occu- 
pation of seven years a property is ?u re 
to depreciate more or less. It is not 
unusual for a tenant to spend thou- 
sands of dollar.- in repairs when on tl.e 
point of leaving'.

Moreover, the best of ourteleseopc 
Mduce the apparent distance of an 
object hardly to a thousandth part. 
When Mars is nearest the earth, its 
distance from us is about 35.000,000 
mih -. Our greatest telescopes can 
reduce this distance to an'^ipparent 
So.OOO miles. Signals from Mars 
must therefore be sutririently grcnit 
to be visible to the niiked eye 35,000 
miles away. This i- aliout one and 
one-hfllf times the circ\imference of 
the earth, or aliout 1,400 time? the 
apparent distance of the moon 
through a great telescope. Evervone 
will admit that an object to be s( en 
by the naked eye 36,000 miles .i\ 
must be tremendously large. Of sue h 
y)rodip:ious proportions, therefon, 
must be any signal received by u> 
from Mars. Even if the jM-ople of 
Mars have means of observation as 
efficient as ours, and even if they pen- 
e<:rate our atmos})here. an accom- 
plishment which in our e\[)eriencc is 
impossible for them, tin y cannot see 
the lariTot of our citi. -.

Feeding and Bgg Flavoriri)^. 

An interesting subject to poul- 
try rearers is the question of 
feedinff and the flavor -of eggi — 
the relation the one bears to the 
other. Every housekccpr'- 
knows that egg-s rary in flav,,i 
and this is not due altog'cthci- 
the peculiarities of the breed <^r 
mong-rel that m;iy have laid it. 
In the course of an experiment, 
hopped vvibl onion tops and 
bulbs were fed to hens, and the 
longth of time which must elapse 
iter onion fccdinir was discon- 
tinued before the very objec- 
tionable flavor would disappear. 
At the beiginninff of the trial 
one-half ounce of chopped onion 
tops per bead daily was fed to 
twelve hens of different breeds. 
Repeated tests did not show any 
onion flavor in tbe eggi until the 
fifteenth day, when it was dis- 
tinctly noticeable. Tbe amount 
of onion fed was doubled for 
four days and then discontinued. 
The egg» laid while the larger 
[imount of onion was fed were so 
strongly flavored that they could 
not be used. After discontinu- 
ing tbe feeding of onions the fla- 
vor became leas noticeable, and 
in a week tbe eggs \\ crc of ii,ir- 
tnal flavor. The main point 
brought out by the test was that 
davor can be fed into the eggs. 
Therefore it appears that to in- 
sure tinely-ilavoreit eygs it is 
necessary to r^striji runs so 
that no considerable imount of 
food ubi,;li will produce liadly- 
tlavored egi^-s car. he obtained. 

Some years ago an experiment 
was tried to determine the ciTecl 
of nitrogenous vs. carbonaceous 
l.iod for Doultry on ibc flavor oi 
the eggs. One lot of fowls was 
ted a mixture of wheat shorts, 
eoltonseed meal, and skim milk; 
.mother lot cracked mai/.e and 
maize dough. The former ra- 
tion contained much more nitro- 
gen than the latter. The hens 
fed maize laid fewer eggs than 
those fed the nitrogenous ra- 
tion, but the eggs were larger. 
The eggs produced by the nitro- 
genous ration were of a disa- 
greeable flavor and smell, had a 
small yolk, and did not keep 
well. The flesh of the poultry 
fed this ration, however, was 
darker, more succulent and ten- 
der than that of the fowls fed 
the carbonaceous ration. 

These experiments also show 
that the food has a marked etYect 
on tbe flavor of the eggs. The 
general experience of poultry 
raisers is that nitrogenous ra- 
tions are more profitable to feed, 
since they produce a larger num- 
ber of eggs. In view of the fact 
that such a ration, if too rich in 
nitrogen, may produce eggs of 
unpleasant flavor, it would seem 
advisable to note the effect of 
any ration fed upon flavor, and 
modify it if the eggs are found 
to be inferior in this respect. — 
Fann, Field and Stockman.
